He also outlined 
what steps the board had taken re a 


“municipal hospital. 


On the whole the board, despite 
difficulties have had a very success- 
ful year and ‘it only needs the hearty 
cooperation of every citizen this year 


‘to enable the Board of Trade to do 


a very useful and profitable season’s 
work. The election of officers fol- 
lowed the president’s address, and the 
meeting was then thrown open for 
general ‘discussion. 

One very good step was taken and 
that was the decision to have a reg- 
war monthly meeting of the member- 
ship of the board, when the executive 
will report on all work in. hand for 
the previous month. - We venture to 
predict that ‘this will not only be a 
great stimulus to the ‘board itself, 
but will generate a more intelligent 
and personal interest amongst thek 
rank and file of its members and the | 
citizens generally.
